-what be described as the "greed" of 
private butchers, who were selling 
;?neat at .prices ranging between 85 
hud 86 per kilo. 

*r As of -October 1, Mohled din said, 
butchers will be obligated to sell 
/meat at prices ranging from $3 and 
'$3-50 per kilo. 

t More important, ha said, the sale 
of meat will be permissible only on 
Thursdays and Fridays every week, 
to cut consumption. Before the 
September ban took effect, the sale 
Of meat was prohibited for four days 
per week.

— Turkey’s rul- 
ing military junta yesterday ap-

dent Uluau as the country’s new 
prime minister, replacing 
Suleyman Demlrel, who was depos- 
ed by the coup d’etat of September 
12 . 

A brief announcement issued by 
tbe five-man National Security 
Chuncfl, beaded by Chief of Staff 
Gen. Kenan Evren, said Ulusu, 57, 
"would start work on forming a new 
civilian cabinet shortly." 

Ulusu retired as naval com- 
mander in August and was succeed- 
ed by Admiral Nejat Turner, a 
member of the military council, 
which, seized power nine days ago. 

When the military took power in 
tbe bloodless coup, they said 
politicians had failed to solve the 
country's urgent economic 
problems and end the disruptive 
violence because of bickering 
among themselves.

Israel, U.S. to hold 
top-level defence talks

Israel and the U.S. are to hold a 
"strategic dialogue" on a "high 
level” soon, following the represen- 
tations by Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir in Washington last week. 

Sources in Jerusalem said Shamir 
had raised the need fora dialogue of 
this kind in his talks with "the 
highest echelons" of the American 
administration. 

A* regular U.S.-Israel strategic 
dialogue held annually on the level 
of defence experts was postponed 
this year at the request of the U.S. 
Some observers in Israel read Into 
this an expression of American dis- 


pleasure at some Israeli policies. 

The sources in Jerusalem said 
that the strategic dialogue which 
Shamir and his American hosts had 
agreed on would be on a higher level 
than the regular meetings of the two 
sides’ defence experts. They could 
not say, however, whether it would 
be on the level of Prime Minister 
(and Defence Minister) Menahem 
Begin himself. 

In an hour-long conversation in 
New York, meanwhile, UN 
Secret ary -General Kurt Waldheim 
told Shamir that the UN secretariat 
maintained a steadily objective

Hurvitz won’t deny reports 
of foreign currency changes

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
on FVIday would not deny reports 
that changes in foreign currency 
regulations are in the offing. 

Hurvitz was asked specifically 
about this by reporters. But he did 
state that there are no plans concer- 
ning the capital market, such as im- 
posing taxes on . stock profits or 
modifying the terms of government 
bonds held by the public. 

Yehezkel Flo min, MK, said last 
night that he stood by hiz charges on. 
Thursday that the Treasury was 
planning to freeze foreign currency 
accounts, impose a one-time 
property levy and a tax on capital, 
tax profits on stock exchange tran- 
sactions, and impose special import 
duties. 

Today’s stock market reaction 
and the nature of foreign currency 
transactions will indicate how 
seriously the public takes the 
rumours sparked by Flomln’s 
statements. 

The plans attributed to tbe 


Treasury were denied not only by 
Hurvitz. but also by his Director- 
General Ya’acov Ne’eman, Bank of 
Israel Governor Amon Gafny , and 
Knesset Finance Committee Chair- 
man Shlomo Lorincs. 

In speaking to the press on Fri- 
day, Hurvitz expressed anger at 
Flomln’s remarks and said be was 
surprised that Flo min had not taken 
the trouble to ask him. A series of 
drastic economic measures was a 
bad dream of Flomln's^ he added, 
reiterating that .do economic, 
measures are planned for "Shekel 
Day" on October 1. 

Seeking to reassure the public bn 
Friday, Hurvitz said that the 
government will honour all its 
obligations concerning bonds. If it 
should be decided to worsen the 
terms of future government bond 
Issues, the public will be duly In- 
formed beforehand. 

Treasury officials do not deny 
that new measures are needed in 
order to reduce the mountingdeflclt 
in this year’s budget.

Atom warhead said thrown 
from missile silo in U.S. blast 


DAMASCUS, Arkansas. — State of- 
ficials and local residents said 
yesterday that a hydrogen bomb 
warhead from an exploded Titan H 
missile was lying in a central 
Arkansas woods, and they demand- 
ed to know why they were kept In 
the dark during Friday’s near 
catastrophe. 

One airman died as a result of the 
blast on Thursday at the un- 
derground missile site and 21 others 
were injured, 
eo. 

On Friday, Defence Department 
officials confirmed that the Titan 
had a nuclear warhead, hut said it 
was not damaged, nor was there 
any danger of radioactivity. 

. Air Force officials said they were 
trying to determine the exact cause 
of the explosion. 

But as late as yesterday morning, 
an Air Force spokesman at 
Strategic Air Command head- 
quarters In Omaha, Nebraska, said, 


"We are neither confirming nor 
denying the presence of a 
warhead." 

"We know a warhead Is there," 
said Phillip Doyle of the state Office 
of Emergency Services. "Our peo- 
ple have seen it from a distance." 

He said he hoped tbe area would 
be evacuated when the warhead 
was removed. 

Tbe 1,400 people evacuated from 
their homes In this rural area were 
allowed to return to their homes late 
on Friday after officials said no 
radioactivity was detected in the 
area. 

Pentagon sources on Friday Bald 
there was a nuclear weapon atop 
the missile, which is designed to 
destroy a city more than 8,600 
kilometres away. 

Titan Us ore designed to carry a 
nine-megaton hydrogen bomb, the 
largest the U.S. is capable of 
delivering. The force is equal to

Ethiopia: Somalia fights in Ogaden

WARDER, Ethiopia (AP). — 
Burned-out tanks, shell casings and 
putrified bodies .litter the. land 
around this Isolated southeastern 
Ethiopian town where government 
troops are fighting an u n ending bat- 
tle against rebel tribesmen and 
Somali troops. 

Warder, a community of 1,300 
dwellings and boasting the only 
wafer tor some distance, Is located . 
fn the Ogaden, the semi-arid region 
that was.) a major battleground 
between Ethiopia and Somalia in- 
1977-78 and still Is a flashpoint. 

Guerrillas of the Western Somali 
Liberation Front, despite their 
defeat by Soviet and Cuban-backed 
Ethiopian troops, still attack army 
garrisons, mine roads, ambush food 
and troop convoys. Somalia denies 
it is still- Involved in the Ogaden. 
Ethiopia claims Somali regulars 
have invaded the territory at least 
once since the end of the war in a bid 
to recapture some areas. 

The Ogaden, ceded to Ethipla at 
the turn of the century by .European 
powers. Is inhabited primarily by 
ethnic Somali nomads whose 
culture, language and religion 
make them distinct from tbe 
Ethiopians. 

WSLF guerrillas claim the 
Ethiopians, axe colonial oppressors 


and demand independence or a 
merger with Somalia. Somalia sup- 
ports this claim. 

Addis Ababa says the Ogaden, 
which encompasses nearly one- 
third of Ethiopia’s national 
territory. Is theirs. The Organiza- 
tion of African Unity recognizes the 
.region as Ethiopian territory. 

Earlier this week, the Ethiopian 
government in an apparent effort to 
prove its claim of Somali Involve- 
ment, allowed 29 Western and 
Eastern reporters to visit the 
territory. The Western reporters 
were the first group of non- 
Communist journalists to visit the 
area from the Ethiopian side in 
nearly three years. 

Travelling for two days by plane, 
newsmen visited four towns and 
cities: Warder In the south central 
area. Degahabur in the north cen- 
tral area, Jljlga in the northeastern 
and Dire Daw a in the northwest, 
which Is not strictly In the Ogaden. 

In all three towns In the Ogaden 
proper, the-apparent evidence of re- 
cent fighting was everywhere and 
the hardships endured by tbe people. 

Jijiga, one of the key towns in the 
Ogaden war, now appears to be 
comparatively peaceful. Although 
heavily fortified and a major Cuban 
combat base, the city has reported- 
ly been free 'of fighting since the 


war, although outlying villages 
have been periodically attacked. 

Reporters were token some 82 km 
■ north of the city, to visit special 
relocation camps for victims of a 
widespread drought earlier this 
year. At one camp, inmates begged 
food from the visitors. Government 
officials said International aid was 
desperately needed to help the vic- 
tims survive until new crops con be 
planted and harvested. 

. In Warder,' 190 km west of the 
Somali border, Ethiopian officials 
displayed four destroyed Somali 
tanks on one outskirts. Nearby the 
bodies of two soldiers identified as 
Somalia rotted in the sun amid spent 
shell casings and battle debris. 

Lt. Fanetah Temtimeh, 
operations officer for the Ethiopian 
Garrison at Warder, said about 14.- 
000 Somali regulars beselged the 
town in June and July. There was no 
Independent confirmation. . 

Temtimeh said 1,336 Somalis 
were killed and more than 2,000 
wounded In the battle in which the 
attackers rained rocket and ar- 
tillery fire on the defences. He said 
they launched several assaults and 
in one nearly breached the Ethio- 
pian lines. 

The lieutenant claimed the 
Ethiopians suffered nearly 300 
casualties. 


Iran calls reserves as 
battles rage with Iraq 


TEHERAN. — President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr ordered 
the Immediate mobilization of 
Iran's armed forces and reser- 
vists yesterday for a war 
against Iraq, and a military 
communique warned the 
fighting may spread to the Per- 
sian Gulf, where It could im- 
peril the flow of oil to the West. 

Teheran Radio said Bani-Sadr 
had taken personal command of the 
forces battling Iraqi troops along 
the western frontier in what lt said 
were '‘Intense" land and air 
clashes. 

Then it interrupted its 
programmes to announce that Bani- 
Sadr, as commander-in-chief, had 
ordered the mobilization of several 
thousand personnel either in the 
army now or discharged since 1977. 

The radio spoke of escalating 
battles along the frontier and 
quoted an Iranian military com- 
munique as warning the conflict 
may spread to the Persian Gulf and 
the Shatt-al-Arab waterway that 
links it with the giant Iranian oil 
refinery at Abadan., Iraq last week 
claimed sovereignty over the 
waterway and abrogated a 1975 
treaty giving Iran the right to use it. 

Iranian guns had already shelled 
Iraqi "economic Installations" in 
the Shatt Al-Arab estuary. Iraq said 
last night. 

A defence ministry spokesman 
told the official Iraqi news agency 
that "should this shelling recur, 
Iraq will forcibly strike at economic 
establishments of the racist Persian 
regime wherever they may be in 
Iranian territory.” 


The spokesman gave no details 
about the reported shelling. 

Iran warned on Friday of possible 
sea battles around the Shatt al-Arab 
estuary, a narrow strip of water at 
the northwestern head of the Per- 
sian Gulf, but lt was the first time it 
spoke of spreading the conflict to 
other parts of the Gulf. 

In Beirut, western diplomats said 
they believed the bonier fighting 
could escalate Into full-scale war 
following Iraq’s declaration of 
sovereignty over Shatt al-Arab. 

In Kuwait, the newspaper AU 
Anbo. quoted diplomatic sources as 
saying they feared "Iran might 
resort to blocking the Hormuz Strait 
in retaliation." 

The Strait of Hormuz is the 
narrow bottleneck at ihe. 
southeastern mouth of the Persian 
Gulf. It Is the sole passage between 
the oil ports of the Gulf and the Ara- 
bian Sea. More than 100 tankers 
pass through lt daily to take OPEC's 
oil to the West. 

If the Iranians "touch that strait 
they will inevitably escalate their 
border dispute with Iraq and trigger 
a real war in the region.” 

In other developments, Teheran 
radio said an Iraqi plot to blow up 
the .Iranian embassy In Abu Dhabi 
had been foiled and Beven Iraqis 
arrested. 

Tbe Iranian military command, 
in a communique broadcast by 
Teheran radio, sold there was both 
ground and air fighting along the 
border and that Iran also was battl- 
ing Iranian "counter- 
revolutionaries" in the northern 
sector near the common border of

Iran. Iraq and Turkey. The report 
did not elaborate. 

The Iraqi version of tbe fighting 
came In an Iraqi news agency 
report quoting a military 
spokesman who said Iraqi 
warplanes had damaged some Ira- 
nian tanks tbat attacked under 
cover of artillery fire near 
Saoumar. 

Saoumar Is on the Iranian side of 
the border about 90 kins, from the 
main frontier crossing point at Kasr 
e-Shirfn, about 160 kms. northeast of 
Baghdad. • 

Relations between the two nations 
bave been strained since Iranian 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini called last year for Iraqi 
Shiites to overthrow Hussein. 
Shiites, a minority sect of Islam, 
are a majority in Iran and make up 
about half the Iraqi population. 
lUPI. AP. Reuter)

Soviet military moves near Poland reported 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has 
monitored increased Soviet 
military activity on .Poland's 
eastern and western borders, but 
State Department officials said lt 
was not clear whether the 
movements were directed at 
Poland. 

Officials said U.S. intelligence 
had monitored signs of activity 
among Soviet divisions In the 
western Soviet Union and in East 
Germany." 

One senior official said on Friday 
night that so far only the movement 
of military equipment waa involved. 
"There have been no troops 
movements, no redeployments, no 
mobilization of reserves," he add- 
ed. 

Earlier, officials confirmed a 
report in The Boston Globe 
newspaper tbat some of the 20 troop 
divisions in the western Soviet 
Union and some of the 20 divisions 
in East Germany had begun deploy- 
ment preparations. 

They also said the activity was 
related to Poland, where workers 
are pressing ahead with es- 


tablishing the first Independent 
trade unions in the Soviet bloc 
following a wave of strikes. The 
Boston Globe, which also reported 
that reservists were beginning to be 
mobilized In the Soviet Union, said 
it was unclear whether the activity 
amounted to preparations for an in- 
vasion or were part of a planned 
show of force to intimidate Polish 
workers. 

But government specialists on 
Eastern Europe sold tbe Internal 
situation in Poland had stabilized, 
and they saw no reason from latest 
developments for Moscow to in- 
tervene. The use of force would be a 
last resort in any case, they added. 

Even an attempt to intimidate 
workers with troop movements 
along Poland's borders could mis- 
fire by undermining the new Com- 
munist Party leader, Stanialaw 
Kanla, who had been warmly en- 
dorsed by the Kremlin, the 
specialists sold. 

Secretary of State Edmund 
Muakie told reporters it would be 
unwise to overlook the fact that the 
increased military activity coin- 


cided with the efforts of Polish 
workers to establish trade unions in- 
dependent of the Communist Party. 

Within Poland there was no echo 
of the U.S. reports of unusually; 
large Soviet troop concentrations; 
near the Polish frontier. Polish' 
television has been showing film of 
Warsaw Pact military maneuvers 
involving the Soviet army In East 
Germany. 

But two senior leaders went out of 
their way on Friday night to warn 
against any attacks on Poland's 
alliance with the Soviet Union. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Miecheslaw Jaglelski, who has just 
returned from talks In Moscow, 
went on television to urge remain- 
ing strikers to return to their Jobs. 
He said anti-socialist elements 
would be firmly dealt with. . . 

Economic policy chief Stefan 
Olszewski, a member of the ruling 
politburo, told party members that 
Poland's brotherly relations with 
the Soviet Union were the basic 
guarantee of its stability and posi- 
tion In the world.

alleging Egyptian-Saudi talks

CAIRO. — CJ.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's special envoy to the Middle 
East Sol Linowitz came under at- 
tack in the Cairo press yesterday 
for tho first time In a row over alleg- 
ed meetings between Egyptian and 
Saudi Arabian officials. 

An editorial In the weekly 
newspaper Akhbar Al-Tom said 
there was no justification for 
Linowttz's statement on Thursday 
that Egyptian officials In Cairo had 
briefed him on their efforts to im- 
prove relations with Riyadh. 

"If Arab rulers were to moke 
such false statements, we would let 
it pass. But it is quite extraordinary 
that a senior American official 
should say this, " the paper said. 

Linowitz's remarks, to the 
National Press Club in Washington, 
were officially denied In Cairo. All 
previous reports of a possible recon- 
ciliation between Egypt and the 
richest Arab state also have been 
denied. 

Egypt saw the remarks as a slur 
on its honour. 

"The Saudis broke off relations 


with Egypt and U they want to 
restore relations they must take the 
initiative,” an official statement 
said. 

Akhbar Al-Yom suggested that 
there were serious differences of 
opinion between Cairo and 
Washington on , the Intentions of 
Saudi Crown Prince Fahd and that 
Cairo thought Washington naive 
and gullible in its reading of Middle 
East politics. 

"The Saudis have several times 
given the impression that they were 
about to make the kind of policy 
change that the U.S. would like to 
see. Every time, the Americans 
convey their optimism to Cairo.... 
but Cairo has not responded 
enthusiastically," the editorial said. 

Talks of a passible Saudi- 
Egyptian entente followed a 
Washington Post interview with 
Prince Fahd, in which the prince 
said Saudi Arabia would be willing 
to join the peace process under cer- 
tain conditions. Rumours then 
spread of a secret meeting between 
President Anwar Sadat and Prince 
Fahd somewhere close to the 
Egyptian-Sudanese border. 


Gaddafi pleaded with Iran for 
U.S. hostages, says diplomat 


KUWAIT (AP). — Libya sent a 
delegation to Iran last year at the 
request of U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter to mediate for the release of 
the American hostages, the 
newspaper Al-Anbaa reported here 
yesterday. 

The Libyan charge d’ affairs in 
Washington, All Ahmad Al- 
Khodalrl, was quoted in a dispatch 
from Washington as saying that he 
had been invited to the White House 
by Zbigniew Brzezinski, Carter's 
security adviser. 

"Brzezinski, 1 who said he was 
speaking on behalf of the president, 
asked If CoL Gaddafi could mediate 
with Ayatollah Khomeini to secure 
the release of the hostages," 


KUWAIT (AP). — The Jordanian 
government has rejected a Syrian 
request to extradite two Syrian 
pilots who defected with their 
Soviet-made Mig-21 jet fighters to 
Jordan on Tuesday, the dally Air 
Qabas- reported yesterday. 

It quoted "reliable sources" as 
saying that Jordan intended to ask 
the pilots to leave for any European 
or American country of their 
choice. 

"Jordan and Syria form one coun- 
try. and we ask you to extradite the 
pilots," the sources quoted Syrian 
Chief of Staff Hikmat Al-Shehabl as 
saying during a telephone conversa- 
tion with the commander-general of 
the Jordanian armed forces Sharif 
Zaid Ben Shaker. 

Shaker. 

The Jordanian cabinet met 
urgently under Premier Mudar 
Badran and decided to reject the 
Syrian request saying "it is not of 
Jordan’s traditions to hand over 
political refugees and all that can he 
done is to return the planes " the 
paper quoted the sources as saying. 

The sources also said that what 
contributed to the Jordanian deci- 
sion was that some political 
refugees handed back to Syria 
previously had been executed. 


Libya said bailing out Syria 
with $1.6b. for Soviet arms 


DAMASCUS (UFI). — Libya has 
sent $lb. to Moscow to pay part of 
Syria's arms bill and dispatched 
another $00 0m. to Damascus to 
strengthen the defence and 
economy of its newly merged ally, 
informed sources said yesterday.

Libyan strongman Muammer

out of its economic woes with the 
help of Libyan oil wealth. 

Syrian Economic Minister 
Mohammed A trash announced over 
Damascus television on Friday that 
"the economic situation of Syria 
and its balance of payments have 
improved recently and substan- 


tially." 

He did not elaborate on the 
reasons for the turnabout In the 
economy. 

Syrian officials meanwhile an- 
nounced that Assad will fly to 
Moscow "during the first half of Oc- 
tober at the Invitation of the central 
committee of the Soviet Communist 
Party, the Kremlin and the USSR 
council of ministers." 

The officials declined to elaborate 
on either the purpose of the trip or 
the -expected, results, except to 
describe It as of “top importance... 
(It) could be the most Important 
visit ever by Assad to Moscow." 

Other sources in Damascus 
suggested that during Assad's 
Moscow trip, the Soviet Union and 
Syria will sign a treaty of friendship 
and cooperation, including a joint 
mutual defence pact. 

Syrian officials also refused to 
confirm or deny the speculation. 


Mamie countries agree to jihad and 
bid to expel Israel from UN assembly 


FEZ, Morocco (AP). — The world's 
Islamic countries agreed yesterday 
on a plan to try to expel the Israeli 
delegation from the current UN 
General Assembly and to make the 
longstanding Arab boycott of Israel 
applicable throughout the Islamic 
world. 

A three-day conference of Islamic 
foreign ministers also agreed to 
plan a Jihad (holy war) against 
Israel for its formal annexation of 
East Jerusalem, but took no con- 
crete decision on launching such a 
war. 

The 24-point "final declaration” 
adopted by the ministers reflected 
the views of a moderate majority 
led by Saudi Arabia, Senegal and 
Morocco. It declared "the obliga- 
tion of Islamic countries to proceed 
with a full Jihad, regarding It* as 
resistance In every political, 
economic and cultural field, 
together with the military aspects." 

The Jihad was first proposed by 
Saudi Arabia's Crown Prince Fahd, 
but his foreign minister. Prince 
Saud A]-FeLsal, took pains to stress 
throughout the meeting that the 
Saudis Intended a relentless 
politlbal, economic and cultural 
campaign rather than all-out war- 
fare against Israel. 

Sources said the countries would 
try to muster a Third World majori- 
ty In the vote on credentials to expel 
Israel from the General Assembly 
. for many years. 

The Islamic nations could not, 
however, hope to expel Israel from 


the United Nations organization as 
a whole. Such action can only be 
taken by the Security Council and 
would be stopped by Western vetos, 
as in the case of South Africa. 

The conference shelved in- 
definitely a sweeping campaign 
strategy proposed by Syria and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
which included a "general 
mobilization" In all Islamic coun- 
tries, creation of PLO recruiting 
oficea throughout the Islamic world 
and a rigorous oil embargo against 
Israel and Its allies, including the 
U.S. ^ 

All members of the 42-nation 
Islamic congress took part in the 
conference with the exception of 
Egypt and Iran. 


Suspected strangler 
leaps to his death 

LUSAKA, Zambia (AP). — A 
soldier suspected of raping and 
strangling 29 women leaped to his 
death from the root of the central 
police station Friday, police said. 

Corporal Mufungulwa Sip ala, 33, 
reportedly had been identified by a 
woman who had been raped and left 
for dead last week. The Zambia Dai- 
ly Mail said some of the women's 
belongings were found in Slpalo's 
possession. 

Police were unsure whether 
Slpalo was the "Lusaka Strangler," 
who had begun the string of killings 
in early January. " 


Suspected head of Somoza hit team shot 


ASUNCION. — A slain leftist, who 
police believe was ringleader of a 
group that assassinated Anastasio 
Somoza. fought with guerrillas who 
overthrew the Nicaraguan dictator 
14 months ago. Paraguay’s top. 
police official said on Fndky night. 

The official Investigations chief, 
Pastor Coro riel, speaking at a news 
conference, said he was “almost 
sure" that two Nicaraguan 
diplomats expelled from Paraguay 
on August 20 also were Involved in 
planning Wednesday's assassina- 
tion. 


But Corone! admitted that the 
chief witness to the machlnegunand 
rocket attack on the exiled 
Somoza's car had not Identified the 
dead guerrilla, Hugo Alfredo Irur- 
zun, as having taken part In the at- 
tack. Coronet said five or six others 
..who saw Irurzun earlier, Including 
a man who rented him a pick-up 
truck used In the attack, had iden- 
tified him after his death in a 
shootout with, police Thursday 
night. 

"We are positive that Irurzun was 
the one who managed everything,” 


Corone! told a news conference. 

Police said Irurzun used a false 
Uruguayan passport to enter 
Paraguay and had travelled earlier 
this year to Costa Rica and 
Panama.

It was cold at 3 a.m. on Tom Kip- 
pur morning and the handful of 
Jews at the Western Wall wrapped 
themselves tightly .In their prayer , 
shawls. 

A few huddled forma sleeping on 
the stone benches along the Wall's 
plaza snored as they lay wrapped in 
the shawls , and blankets they had 
brought for an overnight stay. 

Only a non- Jewish theology stu- 
dent, who sat as a guard at the en- 
trance to the Wall area, and groups 
of patrolling soldiers, were awake. 

The footsteps of the soldiers 
echoed across the plaza and through 
the empty alleyways of the Old City. 
When they laughed — or even 


whispered - it could be heard. It 
seemed, from Damascus Gate to 
Jaffa Gate. 

An occasional muffled sob could 
be heard from the women's side of 
the Wall, where a few women 
swayed back and forth in the harsh . 

yellow light of the flood lamps. 

Until nearly 2 a.m., the plaza had 
been full of praying Jews. 

On the Street of the Prophets, not 
far from Damascus Gate, an all- 
night cafe served tea, coffee and hot 
lamb slices to both Jews and Arabs 
who had walked from Ea s t and 
West Jerusalem looking for 
someplace open. 

Brickbats and broken bottles lay 
scattered in the street. Bat the. - 
Jerusalem police spokesman said 


that -no stonethrowing had been 
reported anywhere in the capital. 

Arab eyewitnesses' said that* a 
truck had been stoned by Jewish 
zealots' after it made the mistake of 
trying to go past Mea Shearim to get' 
to NablosJtoad. ' ;

Iran deputies to inspect 
‘spy’ devices at embassy 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran's 
’parliament will resume discussion 
about the creation of a special 
hostage commission an Tuesday, 
after deputies have toured the oc- 
cupied U.S. Embassy in Teheran. 

A public holiday means that there 
will be no public session today, as 
originally scheduled. 

The students holding 02 
Americans said they have Invited 
parliamentarians to Inspect 
documents and spy equipment at 
the embassy tomorrow. The 
students refuse to say whether any 
of the hostages will be put on show. 

At the next Majlis (parliament) 


session, on Tuesday, deputies are 
due to press on with the election of - 
the special commission, which is. 
likely to examine all aspects of the' 
hostage crisis before making its 
recommendations about .settlement 
terms, informed sources said. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union 
yesterday closed its consulate in 
Rasht on the Caspian Sea, ending a 
protracted diplomatic dispute with 
Iran. 

The only Soviet consulate left In 
Iran is in the central city of Isfahan, 
where 2,000 Russians are Involved 
in the construction of a steel plant 
and a power station. 


Late Shah’s son will form a gov’t-in-exile 


CAIRO (AP). — The deposed Shah 
of Iran's son, Crown Prince Reza, b 
expected to be crowned as the new 
shah in Cairo next month and to 
form a government- in- exile, the 
Egyptian magazine October said 
yesterday. 


The late shah died in Cairo in Ju- 
ly. He was forced to leave Iran in 
January 1979 by the Khomeini 
Revolution. 


The magazine, which has close 
ties with President Anwar Sadat, 
said Reza would be 20 years old in 
October and thus, "according to the 
1906 Iranian constitution he would 
he crowned" the new shah. 

The brief magazine report said 
Reza will form his government-in- 
exile with supporters of the late 
shah who fled Khomeini's regime, 
including politicians and military 
officials. 


Iran, Iraq limiting oil output by 10% 


LONDON (Reuter). — Iran and 
Iraq have said that they are cutting 
their oil production by 10 per cent to 
reduce the glut of crude on world 
markets. 


The move followed a similar cut 
by the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) two days ago. 

Iranian Oil Minister All Akbar 
Mblnfar told a press conference In 


Teheran yesterday that the 
members of OPEC — the Org eola- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries — reached a gentlemen's 
agreement in Vienna at the end of 
last week to reduce output by 10 per 
cent from October l. 

Such a reduction in OPEC's 
current output of 27 million barrels 
per day would roughly bring supply 
and demand for oil Into balance.

Supreme court raises

The Supreme Court at the end of 
last week Increased the prison 
terms of two drug pushers who are 
brothers to three years each Instead 
of the year and a half imposed by 
the district court.

One of the purposes of the 
conference, he said, Is to formulate 
a concrete platform of support for 
the Jewish State to which 
Christians can adhere. 


In contrast to the more in- 
stitutionalized* branches of 
Christianity, the Blble-beUevlng 
Christians, as they call themselves, 
have no need to pay lip service to 
trends in the Third World, van der 
Hoeven said.

Customs to publish 
‘Guide to Imports’ 

The Customs authorities will soon 
enhance the service provided to 
citizens by publishing a "Guide to 
Personal Imports," which will 
specify the duties and taxes on 
thousands of imported items. 

A provisional edition of the guide, 
comprising hundreds of pages, is 
already in use by customs officials. 
The guide lists the prices of items in 
terms of the currency of country 
where the Item originated. 

When the Treasury approves the 
dissemination of the guide far the 
use of the pulblic, it will be possible 
to know in advance the price of an 
item upon which the customs 
calculates various duties and taxes. 
It will also be possible to determine 
the taxes due on older Items whose 
prices do not appear in the guide. 

The existence of the guide has 
already led to a standardization of 
assessments by customs officials.

Economic boom stirring up Paraguay I BUb^^ 


General Assembly president 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). —Baron 
Ruediger von Wechmar, new presi- 
dent of the UN General Assembly, 
came under swift Arab criticism on 
Thursday for singling out, in his In- 
augural address, 'Security Council 
Resolution 212 as the basis for "a 
Just, secure and lasting peace 
between Israel and her Arab 
neighbours. Including the 
Palestinians.'* 

Clovis Maksoud. permanent UN 
observer of the Arab League, ad- 
monished von Wechmar at a news 
conference saying that the 
assembly president should be 
"more sensitive to the consensus" 
of the assembly In support of 
Palestinian rights. 

“We hope," Maksoud added, 
"that this Is rather a slip (of the 
tongue 1 than a plan." 

At Thursday's news conference, 
von Wechmar conceded that “my 
reference to 242 may have sounded 
incomplete. It was meant to be Il- 
lustrative... and it was certainly 
not. ..part of a 'plan'." He 
acknowledged there were a "great 
many resolutions dealing with the 
same thorny problems" — many of 
which were more to the liking of the 
Arab states. He also referred to 
European Common Market support 
for Palestinian self-determination 
as "helpful." 


Asked if he would attempt to in- 
fluence the General Assembly In 
any way if South Africa attempted 
to regain Its assembly credentials, 
which were withdrawn in 1974, von 
Wechmar told a South African 
reporter: "This president will not 
risk the danger of answering 
questions on hypothetical Issues. 
I'll cross that bridge when Z come 'to 
it" 

Von Wechmar also was question- 
ed on his strong support for a swift 
start to global economic 
negotiations between rich and poor 
nations — a stand interpreted as be- 
ing In conflict with his 
government's position. Last Mon- 
day, a special session of the 
General Assembly failed to reach 
agreement on the start of 
1 negotiations because of procedural 
objections by West Germany, the 
U.S. and Britain. 

Von Wechmar replied that the 
r man elected as assembly president 
by acclamation "should not con- 
sider himself to be under Instruc- 
tions from any government" 

Since becoming General 
Assembly president last Tuesday, 
von Wechmar has moved Into an of- 
fice at UN headquarters and has 
turned his day-to-day duties as 
West Germany's chief UN delegate 
over to a deputy.

BUENOS AIRES (AP). — 
Paraguay, long one of the 
hemisphere's most backward and 
isolated nations, remains the lMt 
stronghold of the old-ttpie durable 
riiler8 once common in Latin 
America. 

But the subtropical country also 
Is beginning to awaken from its 
long siesta to the tune of hum m i ng 
hydroelectric generators. 

(Ten. Alfredo Stroeasner, now 68, 
seized power In a 1954 coup and has 
tightly controlled Paraguay and its 
three million 'inhabitants ever 
since. Elections are held, but 
Stroeasner always wins and Is ser- 
ving his fifth term. 

Last August Stroeasner gave 
asylum to his friend, former 
Nicaraguan dictator Anastaslo 
Somoza, ousted in a bloody civil 
war with leftist Sandlnlsta 
guerrillas who ended more than 40 
years of Somoza family rule in 
Nicaragua. 

Somoza, his economic adviser 
and a chauffeur were killed last 
Wednesday when unidentified 
terrorists riddled their car with 
machinegun and bazooka fire seven 
blocks from Somoza’ s exile home, a 
walled mansion in an Asuncion 
residential area.

Kennedy assassin gets sentence cut 


SOLEDAD, CALIFORNIA (AP). 
Sirhan Sirhan, the convicted 
assassin of Robert Kennedy, was 
given a two- month reduction in his 
prison sentence at a parole hearing 
on Thursday at which he unex- 
pectedly refused to appear. 

Sirhan, who was born in 
Jerusalem, is now eligible for 
parole In about four years. No 
reasons were given for his refusal to 
appear, prison officials said. Sirhan 
wasn't represented by an attorney 


at the hearing. 

Sirhan, 35, has been imprisoned 
since 1969. Sirhan 'a original death 
sentence was reduced to life im- 
prisonment when the U.S. supreme 
court overturned the death penalty 
in 1972. His bid for a shorter 
sentence was denied by a California 
appeals court in June 1979.

Recently the well-known French 
publisher Hache'tte published his 
book on Master Mind, which 
translates the game to the field of 
logic, and it is selling well. 

Mcirovitz invented Master Mind 
in 1071. “and it still brings In 
enough royalties to enable me to 
live and develop my Ideas.** He 
moved to Paris two years ago, to be 
in a central location and to enjoy 
the reduced, 15 per cent Income tax 
the French Treasury levies on in- 
come from inventions. 

“The logic is sound, based on the 
premise -that one can't estimate 
how long it took the inventor to br- 
ing his ship home,** Melrovitz ex- 
plained. “A man may spend a 
lifetime developing his invention 
and it would be unfair to charge 
him the full tax when It finally 
makes good." 

Before moving to Paris, where 
he intends to stay three mare years 
before returning to Haifa, he paid 
ILl.Sm. in income tax for 1978 


(about IL5m. at today's prices), 
“and X believe X was one of the 
biggest tax payers in the country." 

He stresses that Master Mind not 
only brought him fortune but also 
fame, “and T suppose today I am 
the most well-known Israeli In the 
world, after our politicians." 

HIS IDEA about mental exercises 
is based on the premise that just as 
physical potential can be 
developed, so can the largely unex- 
plored potential of the brain. "For a 
country that prides Itself on Its 
brain power, it seems to me to be 
especially important.' 1 he stressed. 

His mental gymnasia are not in- 
tended fo replace schooling, "but to 
develop basic skills of intelligence 
anH gic. They would, he belleveB, 
help people discover qualities they 
don't even know they have. "The 
scheme will also help us to discover 
gifted children much more than au 
IQ test, which Is very limited and 
does not bring out the testee’s total 
skills." 


The mental PT of playing games 
will, Mcirovitz holds, provide 
motivation, enjoyment and enter- 
tainment — and may change the 
face of the country. He does not feel 
this to be a pretentious claim, poin- 
ting to his own success with Master 
Mind, and in egging children on to 
original thinking. 

HE DESCRIBES one occasion 
when he asked a group of children 
to apply their minds to the problem 
of table salt, which often doesn’t 
run because it gets damp. "Great 
brains have 'devised such aids as 
putting rice lnto'the salt cellars to 
absorb moisture, or to develop a 
better and. incidentaily. much 
more expensive salt. But the 
problem Is still with us. 

"One of the children suggested 
that as the salt gets wet anyhow, 
why not put it on the table in the 
form of brine, and sprinkle It on the 
food out of a bottle? 

Melrovitz feels that this Is an in- 
genious solution to a world-wide 


problem, simple and effective, and 
suggested by a child. "X am tooi 
busy to try and market the idea but 1 
it shows what I mean when I talk 
about developing latent potentials - 
of the mind." 

Mcirovitz stresses that his gym- 
nasia of the mind do not can for 
marble, edifices or expensive equip- 
ment. "All you need is any old 
room, paper, pencils, coloured pens 
and packs of playing cards for your 
basic equipment." With these It is 
possible to provide a wide variety of 
games: "Even chess can be played 
with paper chessmen and a card- 
board board." He Includes cards In 
his essentials because they are 
cheap, available everywhere and 
lend themselves to many mind- 
developing games. 

During his present stay he 
broached his Idea to Haifa Mayor 
Arieh Gurel. under whom be work- 
ed in the post office, when Gurel 
was the district engineer. 
(Melrovitz then developed the 
inter-urban pay telephone In use 


here, for which he earned a Kaplan 
Prize.) Gurel received his proposal 
"with enthusiasm," unlike the 
Education Ministry which did not 
act on It several years ago. "As my 
contribution to my city of 30 years, I 
offered to establish the gymnasia in 
Haifa without any fee. I have a 
large enough income from my in- 
ventions." He would charge for set- 
ting up private gyms, and la 
developing the Idea In foreign coun- 
tries. He hopes that eventually such 
centres would enable him to realize 
one of his pet Ideas, an inter- 
national "Olympics of the Mind." to 
be held he hopes in Jerusalem. 

Meanwhile he is working on a TV 
programme on developing the mind 
through games to be screened in 
England: a novel dictionary for the 
tourist, that will enable one to be 
understood in any country, which Is 
to be published in Canada: and he is 
writing two books Muscles for the 
Mind wad Wumemma. 

If Melrovitz proves right, Haifa 
may eventually produce a new 
Einstein, through developing latent 
potentials that might otherwise be 
exhausted on watching Inane TV 
programmes, “because that's what 
everybody does." By encouraging 
people to exploit their mental 
powers, he hopes to get them out of 
the groove of conventional thinking. 
Certainly it has turned him Into a

-erve in the British C.I.D. Because 


graphology was his hobby, he was 
employed in that field, and later 
became a high-ranking officer in 
Israel's own criminal Investigation 
division. 

Later, as a lecturer In police 
science and criminology at Hebrew 
University, he wanted to use his 
graphological knowledge to try to 
predict juvenile delinquency. But 
his boss forbade such research on 
the grounds that the American 
foundations which supported the 
Criminology Institute thought 
graphologists were charlatans. 

Naftali. who subsequently return- 
ed to Germany to complete his 
medical studies, is afraid that there 
tire some charlatans among 
graphologists, particularly since 
there is no law in Israel which sets 
standards In the field. Anyone can 
read a book on the subject and set 
himself up as a graphologist. As for 
Naftali himself, his medical train- 
ing and his years of graphological 
apprenticeship under 

psychiatrically-trained professors 
in Germany give a real scientific 
basis to his graphological work. He 
even succeeded in converting some 
skeptics when he did a aeries of

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radio programmes in which he 
analyzed the handwriting of famous 
personalities. 

"1 told Professor (Yeshayahu) 
Lei bo witz he was an intellectual 
show-off." he said. "He argued with 
me. of course, but after the show he 
told me that he thinks there is 
something to this graphology after 
all." 

NAFTALI'S EXPLANATION of 
graphology is principally 
biological. The basic rhythm of the 
body is opening and closing, tensing 
and relaxing. Tensions which dis- 
rupt that rhythm can be seen in the 
way we write. From the movement 
patterns. a well-trained 
graphologist can learn about 
hereditary patterns and biological 
predispositions (such as how much 
energy a person has. how easily he 
tires or how steadfast he is In ac- 
complishing his goals). 

Of course, the handwriting shows 
a picture of the person's state of be- 
ing at a particular time In his life, 
with the stresses and cir- 
cumstances of the moment, not the 
unpredictable ones of tomorrow 
and not necessarily all those of 
yesterday either. From the way 
letters are formed, the graphologist 
learns about a person's skill level 
jind -functional ability. The way the . 
letters are placed on the .page , 
reveals things about the writer's 
character. 

"A movie actress who thinks 
she's very important will spread 
her letters out all over the page. 
Someone who is very egocentric 
will exaggerate the tops and bot- 
toms of letters and tend to write 
toward his own body. On the other 
hand, a religious person who thinks 
God is more important than he Is 
will write modestly with small 
letters and with simplicity designed 
to get the message across without 
showing off. Of course, this is over- 
simplified. 

"Someone who Is depressed will 
also write very small; so will 
someone under the influence of cer- 
tain medications. The writing of an 
extremely intelligent person and a 
primitive person may look similar; 
it takes experience and analysis of 
more than 36 different graphic 
characteristics to make the 
necessary distinctions." 

Naftali said handwriting can give 
information about a person's level 
of intelligence, though this is a 
general appraisal (intelligent, very 
Intelligent, extremely Intelligent, 
etc.) rather than a quantitative 
score such as that given on I.Q. 
tests. The way a person writes also 
tells something about the way In 
which his intelligence expresses 
itself. Is he aesthetic, or does he 
have a dry analytical ralnd ap- 
propriate to mathematics or 
natural sciences? This possibility of 
discerning a person's aptitudes 
through handwriting has potential 
for vocational guidance, Naftali 
believes. He feels that a combina- 
tion of traditional counselling 
methods and handwriting analysis 
would help people gain more infor- 
mation about their potential from 
which to make career choices. 


HE DOESN'T provide vocational 
guidance to individuals, but he haa 
been approached by banks, in- 
dustrial firms and government 
agencies and asked whether can- 
didates for employment are ap- 
propriate — i.e. are they honest 
and. If necessary, can be trusted to 
keep secrets? The result has been 
some lawsuits by rejected can- 
didates. 

Though he does not practise 
medicine per se, Dr. Naftali does 
use his medical knowledge and his 
handwriting expertise to help 
patients who have fallen between 
the cracks of the traditional 
medical establishment. 

"I'm like a traffic cop between in- 
ternists and psychiatrists. It often 
happens that a patient who is found 
to have no organic illness is told 
that his complaint la psychosomatic 
and sent to a psychiatrist. Often, 
psychotherapy doesn't help 
either." 

In this aspect of his work, 
handwriting Is not enough for Dr. 
Naftali. He wants to see the patient 
and to have details about the 
patient's life and medical history, 
"In one case, a woman was suffer- 
ing from headaches and nausea. 
After no organic reason was found, 
she went through two years of psy- 
chotherapy with no Improvement, 

It turned out that she was selling 
lottery tickets outside all day with 
the sun glaring In her eyes. I told 
her to turn her table around so she 
wouldn't be getting the glare, and to 
buy herself a pair of sunglasses. 
The headaches and nausea dis- 
appeared.” 

Because points of tension are 
' r^WAledr'W' liafiflwritlng, Naftali 
often 1 recomipqxtds breathing exer- 
cises, yoga or the Feldenkrels or 
Alexander exercise regimens to 
help people relax, breathe better 
and use their bodies more efficient- 
ly. 

NAFTALI’S GREATEST concern 
is the lack of a law controlling 
graphology as a profession. "I can’t 
say it cuts into my own livelihood, 
but it short-changes the public. 
Some of these self-trained 
graphologists are so afraid of mak- 
ing a mistake that they reject peo- 
ple (candidates for jobs. Kibbutz 
membership, etc.) whose 
handwriting they don't understand. 
They also leave the public with the 
impression that graphology la 
phony. 

“I think every graphologist 
should have university training in 
research methods and other scien- 
tific disciplines, plus either two 
years of graphological study at a 
University or a structured course of 
study under a trained graphologist. 
There should be exams, supervised 
Internships and licensing standards 
maintained by a board of 
professionals. The Psychologists 
Law would be a good model." 

In 1973, he began correspondence 
with then attorney general Meir 
Shamgar, who seemed interested in 
the problem. However, the Yom 
Kippur War and the involvement of 
later attorneys -general In issues of 
national importance took the 
graphology question off the agenda. 
Naftali thinks the only way to get It 
back before the authorities is to 
alert the public to the legitimate 
uses of graphology and to the 
abuses which result from lack of 
legal standards. He hopes the 
public will care enough to demand 
that something be done. 


Looking for more 
beautiful people

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One of the Am Yafe cards handed out by Am Ehad reminds Israelis 
to say ‘Thank Yon,* ‘Please,* and ‘Pardon Me/ 


IT IB time to educate Israelis about 
what they can do to improve the 
quality of life, says Adi Asaabl, ex- 
ecutive director of Am Yafe/Am 
Ahad (Beuautiful People, One 
People). The four-month-old volun- 
tary organization, which has risen 
out of the ashes of similar voluntary 
drgfjiisgtloM^aeeka tq_educatethe writing , 
man in the afreet' and Is unabashed '* * * ' 

in its use of gimmicks. 1 

“Quality of life patrols” have 
taken to the Btreet to chide 
jaywalkers and pushy queuers. 

"The red 'don't walk' sign Is 
meant not only to save your life, but 
also to give you a breather,” reads 
the card handed to jaywalkers. 

"Young children seeing you push on 
line today, will be the ones who'll 
push you tomorrow,” reads 
another. 

But gimmicks aside, says Assabl, 
this type of contact is educational. 

"The real issue is that we care and 
want people to care about others. 

"As a result of the problem of 
physical survival as a people and as 
a nation surrounded by enemies, 
we've been prevented from dealing 
properly with the question of the 
quality and identity of our new 
society," says Assabl, a Reform 
rabbi. 

"It Is time we began a process of 
self-examination that will .bring 
about an Improvement in us and in 
society as a whole.” The message, 
he says, is that Israelis should be 
aware of their resjMnalbllitles to 
society and its obligations to them. 

Believing it's best to start 
from the bottom up, the organiza- 
tion plans to distribute stickers 
reading ‘"Let's all smile and say: 
thank you, please, you're welcome, 
and pardon me," to every first and 
second grade class in the country. 

•Neglected" values will get 
attention In "personal experience" 
lectures at schools, quality -of-life 
seminars, and a publicity cam- 
paign for youth movements. For 
adults, Am Yafe/Am Ahad 
organizers will form neighbourhood 
discussion groups, using taped lec- 
tures as a basis for improving civil 
behaviour and general knowledge. 


THE ORGANIZATION holds daily 
open house at Its headquarters at 48 
Rehov King George in Tel Aviv. 
People can stop by to hand in com- 
plaints to a panel of experts, who, 
Assabi promises, will see a solution 
through. One complaint about a 
neighbour resulted in both parties 
writing, 4ettet»-j?f_ thanks to the 
organization, which said the 
neighbours now' get along fine, 
thanks to the help. , 

In an interesting twist, com- 
pliments, as well as complaints are 
accepted, with “certificates of ap- 
preciation" Issued to deserving 
good-doers. More than 2,000 such 


certificates were recently dis- 
tributed at Tel Aviv's Youth City to 
teenagers observed behaving in an 
orderly fashion. 

Assabl, a sabra educated In 
England, sports an "X Care" lapel 
button. He says that he puts In a 12- 
hour day, writing literature, 
enlisting corporate financial sup- 
port and sending out letters of 
recruitment to the cause. Some 
$4,000 have gone out tw former 
members of now defunct voluntary 
groups. 

The organization has gotten off to 
a good start, he says. Creativity 
and a solid money base may 
prolong the success. 

Gimmicks such as a "verse of the 
month" — a desk placard bearing 
good-will slogans for both 
bureaucrat and office visitor — 
show a jazzy, upbeat approach. And 
corporate sponsorship — banka un- 
derwrite printing costs in exchange 
for getting their names on the 
material — is strong. 

ANOTHER AIM is to establish and 
maintain contact with people 
abroad who are interested In the 
quality of life here. In a form letter 
distributed to tourists at hotels, 
Assabi writes: "We ask you as a 
concerned viewer coming from the 
outside to help ua improve 
ourselves. You may see things we 
no longer see... Compliment us U 
we deserve it, but don't hesitate to 
criticize where criticism Is due.” 

Membership forms are sent to the 
home addresses of those who res- 
pond to the appeal, Assabl says. 

Am Yafe/Am Ahad recently tried 
to catch Israelis on the outbound, 
rather than on the rebound, when it 
distributed special "passports" at 
Ben Gurion Airport to local 
residents leaving on vacation. 

But volunteers distributing the 
appeal to Israelis to be on their best 
behaviour abroad said that many 
travellers promptly discarded the 
"documents" Uttering the terminal 
floor in the process.

IN FACT, the economy’s decline 
has been accelerating since 1974, 
when the entire rural population 
was crudely resettled from 
scattered holdings Into prescribed 
villages Since then, the volume of 
almost every cash crop has dipped.

LOS ANGELES (AP). — As many 
as three out of four professional 
basketball players in the U.S. use 
cocaine and perhaps 10 per cent use 
its potent derivative “-fireebase,” 
according to the Los Angeles 
nines. 

This has led the National Basket- 
ball Association to form a com- 
mittee to investigate drug use and 
stress, and to make recommen- 
dations for education and 
rehabilitation, the paper said. 

"It is obvious that professional 
athletes are not immune from the 
same temptations that have, unfor- 
tunately, caused drug usage to in- 
crease in society, generally," com- 
missioner Larry O’Brien said later 
in a statement released by his New 
York office. 


An informal survey of "people in 
the game" brought estimates that 
anywhere from 40 per cent to 76 per 
cent of all NBA players use cocaine, 
the paper said. Drug usage has 
been widely publicized. For ex- 
ample: 

Utah Jazz forward Bernard King 
was arrested last January on 
charges of sodomy and possession 
of cocaine. 

Jazz guard Terry Furlow, who 
died In a cer accident last May, had 
traces of valium and cocaine in his 
bloodstream, an autopsy showed. 

Atlanta Hawks guard Eddie 
Johnson was arrested on July 13 
and charged with possession of 
cocaine (found in a car he had 
rented) and driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. He has said he is 
innocent.

Solomon, Glickstein 
Grand Prix ton seeds

RAMAT HASHARON. — Local ten- 
nis champion Shlomo Glickstein is 
expected to be seeded second to 
American ace Harold Solomon in 
the Israel Tennis Centre’s (ITC) 
third annual Grand Prix tourna- 
ment. The tourney will take place 
at the Ramat Hasharon courts from 
October 8 to 11 . 

Other star attractions at the 
330. 000-doll ar Association of Tennis 
Professionals (ATP) meet are the 
temperamental Rumanian Ille 
Nastase and Holland's evergreen 
Tom Okker, who is defending the 
singles title he won In 1978 and 
retained last year, ITC executive 
director Ian Froman told The 
Jerusalem Post 

The tournament, again being 
sponsored by Sabra Liqueur, will be 
preceded by a qualifying event on 
October 4-5, with toe four semi- 
finalists going through to the main 
singles draw of 32. The doubles, 
which was won here last yeqr by 
Okker and Nastase, is being con- 
tested by 16 pairs. 

Glickstein has earned his highest 
seeding to date in just one year of 
grand prix competition by virtue of 
his current 69th position In the 
ATP 'a world singles rankings, on 
which the seedlngs are based. At 
toe time of toe 1979 grand prix at 
Ramat Hasharon, Glicksteln was In 
only 255th place in the standings. 
His astonishingly rapid rise up the 
table started soon afterwards. 

Solomon Is at present fifth In the 
world rankings, well In front among 
the 50 overseas entries from 18 
countries who appear in the final en- 
try list for the meet. Recently 
elected president of the ATP’s 
board of directors, Solomon has 
figured among the world's top ten 
for the post six years. The ever- 
consistent American took three 
grand prix titles in 1979 and was 
runner-up in another three. His 
several successes so far this season 
include winning the $200,000 Ger- 
man Open championships in Ham- 
burg In May. 

Okker. a former Italian. West 
German, South African and Cana- 
dian — as well as Maccabiah — 
champion, has been out of form of 
late. Now, with an ATP ranking of 
132. he is not even among the eight 
seeded players in toe upcoming 
Sabra Grand Prix. However, tennis' 
buffs will remember that "the fly- 
ing Dutchman" was also way down 
the standings two years ago. when 
he reached the Wimbledon singles 
semi-fin ala for the first time. 

Seeded behind Glicksteln are 
Swedish Davis Cup racquets Per 
Hjertqvist and Stefan Simona son. 
Hjertqvist was a runner-up here a 
year ago. Both Swedes are among 


no less than 10 entries from abroad 
who have participated in one of the 
two previous Ramat Hasharon 
meets. Britain’s No. 4, Richard 
Lewis, along with Okker, is paying 
the ITC the compliment of coming 
back for the third time. 

The next four seeds are: 
Australian Davis Carter; Nastase; 
West Germany’s fifth-ranking 
Klaus Eberhardt; and either 
American Steve Krulevitz (now 
dropped from Israel's Davis Cup 
team) or New Zealander Onny 
Farun. who recently reached the 
last 18 at Wimbledon and has twice 
been a quarter-finalist there. All the 
seeds figure among the top 105 
players in the world rankings. 
Okker is only in 12 th place In the list 
of entries. 

The remaining players Include a 
cluster of Davis Cup racquets, 
among them Hans Kary (Austria), 
Patrice Dominguez (France). Leo 
Palin (Finland), Markus 
Guenthardt (Switzerland), 
Ramirez Benevldes (Bolivia), 
Allandro Cortes (Colombia) and 
Sean Sorensaon (Irish Republic).

FORMER deputy finance minister YehezkeJ Flo min has in- 
itiated a crusade against some alleged intentions of the 
Treasury to collect taxes on profits from stock exchange trans- 
actions. 

In response. Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, on Friday, 
denied everything in general and very little specifically, and 
least of all — an intention to impose new restrictions on foreign 
currency holdings. 

There la little doubt that Flo min' a bombshell intended to 
torpedo anything the Treasury might do to tap some of the gains 
from speculation. And it will, no doubt, have an immediate 
effect. A slump on the stock exchange today, and possibly in the 
next few days, will be' no surprise. 

Among the various economic measures, which those who live 
on gains and income not derived from work are bound to con- 
sider draconic, the one that deserves more serious considera- 
tion is a capital-gains or turnover tax on stock exchange trans- 
actions. 

Billions of shekels perform their daily dance on the stock ex 
change. Much of that money is siphoned off from investments 
that might make the economy grow. In the ups and downs of 
quotations, some people lose, but some gafn — and there arc 
reasons to believe that some of these transactions serve as 
almost uncontrollable mechanisms for laundering black 
capital. 

Successive Israeli governments have been very hesitant to do 
anything that might cause even a ripple of uncertainty on the 
stock exchange. Hie goose that was expected to lay golden eggs 
of private investment in economic enterprise was not to be ruffl- 
ed. 

Hi at may have been justified when the stock exchange was 
young, and when there were no golden geese, but merely feeble 
goslings. Meanwhile, the business has grown to vast propor- 
tions. Investigations are under way to find out what 
manipulations, if any, were carried out by the big banks, who 
practically control the stock exchange. 

Hie daily turnover on the stock exchange is between 50 and 
100 million shekels. Hie commercial banks take between half 
and one per cent of that In commissions, which are a private 
turnover tax. 

Hi ere is no reason why the Treasury, hard-pressed for 
revenue, should not at least take a similar turnover tax on these 
transactions. Those who speculate, and therefore have a high 
rate of turnover of their portfolio, would pay more. Those who 
prefer long-term investments, would pay less. All in all, the 
Treasury would gain, speculation would be reduced, and long- 
term investment would be encouraged. 

If Finance Minister Hurvitz had any intention to do something 
in that direction, he should not be frightened by MK Flomin’s 
cries for a liberalism that exists nowhere else, but should go 
ahead and do it. Perhaps that, and a few other measures in the 
same direction,., would give him moral justification for 
demanding sacrifices on the wage front, too. 


Death penalty for terror? 


IN A PRESS Interview published on the eve of Yozn Kippur, 
Yosef Burg, Israel's Minister of the Interior, said that con- 
sideration should be given to the. possibility of restoring the 
death sentence for the four terrorists accused of the carnage 
last May in Hebron. 

Up to now capital punishment, though permitted under the 
military law, has not been applied. 

It has always been felt that the supreme penalty should only 
be invoked if it can be demonstrated that such a new disincen- 
tive would appreciably reduce the number of terrorist atrocities 
and not have any other consequences that counter the intent. 
Most of Israel's security experts have tended on these grounds 
to oppose the death penalty. 

Certainly it should not be applied against the perpetrators of 
crimes already committed. The only justification of the death 
sentence is that it discourages people from killing. The way to 
do that is to make It known ahead of time that anyone destroying 
human life in the course of a terrorist operation is liable for the 
penalty. 

When the four men now under detention committed their mis- 
deed, the death sentence was not meted out in Israel's courts. 
Changing their penalty retroactively would serve no purpose;' 
their victims cannot be brought back to life. The aim of the 
death penalty should not be retribution. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE POSTAL service is going to 
great expense again to persuade 
Israelis to use zip codes. Years ago 
they tried, but to no avail. But Im- 
mediately after Rosh Hashana, the 
bead of the postal service told 
The Post, it will start using elec- 
tronic readers and special sorting 
devices that will give the users of 
dp codes faster delivery 

What the Israeli planners of the 
zip code system overlooked though. 
Is informing the U.S. about the new 
zip code. This correspondent, who 
lives in Rlshon Ledon, has been us- 
ing hla dp code, T5101, for years. 
But 75101 in the U.S. belongs to 
Bardwell, Texas. And every once In 
a while the electronic reader 
somewhere in the U.S. reads my 
five digital code number and dps 
off my letter to Bardwell. There the 
surprised post office clerk crosses 
out the 7510Z and underlines Israel 
on the envelope and sends it on to 
Israel. 

The United States Postal Service, 
by the way, recently decided to stop 
the presorting of Israeli mall into 
Haifa. Tel Aviv, and Jerusalem 


areas. They are now sending all the 
mail unsorted to Israel. They claim 
that they have had to do this 
because of manpower and budget 
problems.

ISRAEL’S position In Europe was 
seriously eroded, with Begln’s 
policies providing excuses for ad- 
vocates of appeasement at the 
Jewish state’s expense. This was 
cme of the conclusions drawn by Dov 
Ben-Melr, secretary of Hie Tel Aviv 
Labour Cbuncll and strongman of 
the local Labour Party, following 
two consecutive missions to the 
West German and the British labour 
movements. 

He encountered residual support 
among West German labour leaders 
during a fortnight's visit to North 
Rhine- Westphalia, the largest and 
most populous Land in the West 
German Federal Republic, and Its 
industrial heartland. He was the 
guest of the region's recently re- 
elected Social Democrat (SPD) 
premier, Johannes Rau. and its 
Labour Confederation (DGR) 
leader Siegfried BUecher. The close 
relations between the Israel Labour 
Party and the SPD were strengthen- 
ed when they signed an agreement 
of friendship eight years ago (when 
Ben-Melr was branch secretary), 
and a similar agreement was reach- 
ed between the two trade union 
bodies six years ago. 

Ben-Melr was a fraternal 
delegate to the regional SPD con- 
vention. In hla welcoming speech. 
Premier Rau said: 

"Inasmuch as the Israeli 
government's policies have grown 
less and less explicable to us, Israel 
needs Its friends more and more. I 
can assure our guest that he will 
find lots of friends In this hall." 

There was rousing applause. 
Nevertheless, Ben-Melr was obliged 
to listen to not-so-frlendly under- 
tones, especially from leftist 
delegates. This Induced him to 
observe to the gathering that 
"Israel may be compared to a ship, 
which should not he allowed to sink 
just because you don’t happen to 
like the captain." 

He felt that the Tel Aviv party 
branch's close ties and exchange 
schemes with North Rhlne- 
Westphalla had paid off over the 
years, for It had ensured good per- 
sonal relations at grass-roots level 
irrespective of changes of govern- 
ment. 

What he was keenly aware of dur- 
ing his latest visit to Germany was 
the attempt to expunge any sense of 
guilt towards the Jews. This enabl- 
ed anti-Semites, old Nazis and pro- 
Arabs to "come out of their holea"

and to wave the anti -Zionist banner 
together with the left, which ex- 
ploits any negative report about 
Israel. 

The young generation, especially, 
wants nothing to do with the ques- 
tion of guilt, said Ben-Meir. 

"They say it's all old hatband 
anyway, it has to do with their 
parents and grandparents and not 
with them." They disclaim any 
responsibility and do not recognize 
any special relationship between 
Germany and IsraeL 

How did he counter this 
argument? 

"I told them that the State of 
Israel had given West Germany 
access to the International com- 
munity of nations by accepting the 
reparations agreement. Thus what 
we are talking about Is not the guilt- 
ridden link between the Germans 
and the Jews, but Israel's contribu- 
tion to their country's legitimacy, 
and the young generation of Ger- 
mans cannot evade this'."

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IN CONCRETE political terms, 
Ben-Melr said, be had discerned 
that the German left wing had 
succeeded in Introducing a large 
number of candidates onto the lists 
for the forthcoming Bundestag elec- 
tions. At present they were keeping 
a low profile, but once they got |nto 
the Bundestag, things would 
change. Thus the new SPD- 
p aril amentary faction could be ex- 
pected to have a strong left-wing 
tinge, with a sharp shift away from 
the party's traditionally pro-Israel 
position. This might be particularly 
serious if the restraining influence 
of the Liberal (FDP) coalition 
partner were weakened after the 
elections. 

Speaking of his talks with West 
German politicians of all shades, 
Ben-Melr dwelt on the mood of 
appeasement, which was also 
characteristic of the rest of Europe. 
Above all, they feared a Soviet inva- 
sion, the reality of the threat having 
been driven home by the Invasion of 
Afghanistan. Even Chancellor 
Schmidt had warned of the danger 
in one of his speeches, reflecting 
German anxieties about a Soviet 


.move Into neighbouring Poland. 

Some of Ben-Melr's German 
friends had spoken In apocalyptic 
terms of “the movement of peoples 
in the latter part of the 20 th cen- 
tury." They had quoted the ex- 
amples of Southern Europeans and 
Orientals moving to North Euro- 
pean countries and the infiltration 
-of the United States by Mexicans 
and other Latin Americans, aa well 
as Russian fears of the Chinese. 

. Heinz Kuhn, Rau’s predecessor as 
premier of North Rhine- Weztphalia 
and today a member of the Euro- 
pean' Parliament told Ben-Meir of a 
revealing conversation with Presi- 
dent Brezhnev two years ago. Hie , 
Soviet leader, had told him of the 
Kremlin's profound anxiety about 
the stealthy Chinese infiltration of 
the USSR's Far Eastern lands. 
Soviet patrols suddenly found 
Chinese tribal nomads occupying 
border lands, and short of war they 
could not . expel them. Moscow 
foresaw a gradual rolling back of. 


their border by hordes of Chinese at 
directions from Peking. 


Talking about German trade un- 
ionists, Ben-Melr said they showed 
growing concern over the threat to 
their pay and employment stan- 


. HIS VISIT to. Britain was shorter. 
He had gone there to represent the 
Hlatadrut at the Trades Union 
Congress annual conference at 
Brighton, but he managed to travel 
to other parts of the country, 
witnessing the ravages of un- 
employment in the noth and In 
Scotland. 

While official statistics speak of 
two million jobless, says Ben-Meir, 
they ignore another -half million 
attending retraining, programmes 
and as many again, dismissed from 
part-time jobs.

The sick are 
visited, the elderly helped and the 
poor aided. The arrival of each new 
baby in the area Is reason for pure 
rejoicing, as the family knows that 
any "social or economic” problems 
will be Ironed out by the neighbours 
in an atmosphere of each helping 
the other. 

Surely this type of community ef- 
fort Is the best way to prevent 
yerida, begin to solve those 
problems which can be humanly 
solved and obtain Divine help In our 


quest to keep our borders and fight 
for our very existence.

OUR TECHNOLOGICAL TRUMP CARD

Sir, — After reading Hirsh Good- 
man's article of September 5 about 
the deteriorating strategic 
significance of Israel In the eyes of 
the U.S., I was once again struck by 
the need for Israel's leaders to con- 
centrate more attention on the 
future, rather than the past and 
present. 


I notice that politicians, 
presumably because they view 
their job as "political," often 
assume that the solutions to their 
countries' problems — particularly 
in the international arena — must 
be “political". For example, we ac- 
cuse the Western countries of being 
preoccupied with oil, and then just 
express righteous Indignation. We 
resign ourselves, in the process, to 
remain on the losing side. 

It Is possible that the strategic 
reassessment Mr. Goodman 
suggests should occur In the realm 
of technology. Take oil for example. 
The U.S. is investing billions of 
dollars In the technology of extrac- 
ting ofl from the shale mountains of 
Colorado and other places. So we 
must assume this la a viable alter- 


native energy source. 

It so happens that the Negev Is a 
comparable source of oil shale. 
What If the technologists and en- 
trepreneurs of the U.S. and Israel 
began to develop massive joint 
projects in the development of this 
resource? What if commercial joint 
ventures were established? What if 
our strategic position from the 
military and political viewpoint 
were supplanted by a growing 
strategic position in science, 
technology and shared investment? 

Virtually every issue of The 
Jerusalem. Post International Edi- 
tion reveals a technological 
strength of Interest to ordinary peo- 
ple all over the world. In the same 
issue as Mr. Goodman's article, I 
read about farms in the air, cement 
plants for Africa, and an anti- 
cancer drug ready for export 
worldwide. 

Rather than telling the world 
about our Importance to people 
everywhere, we keep arguing 
politics. The key to Israel’s future, I 
submit, lies In shifting more of our 
attention to technology.

Sir, — The interview given by 
Ada Sereni to James McNelafa for 
his book "Belonging 1 * and publish- 
ed in your Rosh Hashana Magazine 
prompts me to write about on 
episode In Enzo Sereni 's life : 11 

In' June 1940, Italy entered the 
war against the Allies. In one at its 
many blunders, the British Govern- 
ment ordered the Internment at all 
Italian citizens Including Jewish 
refugees (paralleled by the Intern-, 
ment of Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many on the Isle of Man — not to 
speak of Mauritius and Australia). 
On the day of Succot, several hun- 
dred refugees from Italy were 
arrested and deported to the 
Mazra'a Internment camp north or 
of Acre. Among those Interned were 
many anti-Fasdsts who had been 
persecuted In Italy. Incredible as it 
may seem, the socialist Hbbutznlk 
and labour leader Enzo Sereni was 
also Interned. At first we were put 
together with non-Jewlsh Italians, 
but Exuo's intervention with the 
camp commandant resulted In a 
separation and avoided dangerous 
clashes. 

Enzo was elected our camp 
leader and he organized our life In a 
Hagana — like way. He was always 
cheerful and helped us to overcome 
our desperation, as we believed we 
would have to stay In the camp for 
the duration. Fortunately thaninj to 
Enzo's connection with the Jewish 
Agency, we were soon freed from 
captivity. Only -a few Italian Jews 
remained Interned for a longer 
period due to some intrigues and 
blunders. 

Concerning the claim of Enzo’s 
brother that his capture by the Ger- 
mans was due to a trick of the 
British Intelligence, I would like to 
mention that Emilio Sereni was a 
Communist Italian senator, a 
Stalinist, fanatically anti-Zionist 
and anti-Israeli (be died some 
years ago). Thus his "opinion" 
must be viewed from that angle.
